We  have  often  been  leitroachcd  for  our 
inconsistency  in  displaying  an  ardent  z»a 
for  the  conversion  of  pagans  to  the  taith  ot 
Christianity,  while  we  have  sulVered  our 
own  countrymen  to  rise  and  perish  on  the 
soil  which  gave  them  birth,  without  making 
any  strenuous  efl'ort  to  convey  to  them  the 
gospel  of  Jesus  Christ ;  and  we  deserve  all 
the  reproach  which  has  been  east  upon  ns; 
but  now  the  public  attention  is  awake,  and 
the  poorer  classes  are  receiving  that  portion 
of  sympathy  which  their  destitute  condition 
demands.  Societies  have  sprung  up  which 
confine  their  labours  to  the  poor  of  oui 
land ;  and  though  they  are  frowned  upon 
by  some  of  the  great,  and  the  mighty,  y«‘i 
they  are  fearlessly  pursuing  their  great  t>l)- 
ject  of  propagating  the  Gospel  ot  Chri>t, 
throuuh  the  destitute  population. 

When  Mr.  Holmes  was  paying  a  visit  to 
Mr.  Newel,  who  married  one  of  his 
daughters,  he  could  not  avoid  feeling  ihr 
deepest  commiseration  for  the  inhabiiaot'. 
of  the  village,  on  whom  the  ligiit  of  the 
Sabbath  dawned  in  peaceful  serenity,  hut 
who  were  left  without  the  advantages  ol 
public  worship.  The  church  was  very  re¬ 
motely  situated  from  the  great  mass  of  the 
people ;  and  as  service  was  very  irregulai  ly 
cond  .cted,  and  by  a  clergyman  who  lived 
in  another  parish,  very  few  of  them  ever 
attended  his  ministry.  The  children  grew 
Up  without  receiving  any  religious  instruc¬ 
tion  ;  the  youth  of  both  sexes  devoted  “  the 
consecrated  hours'’  to  the  sports  of  the 
village;  the  ayed  and  infirm  passed  away 
their  time  in  thoughtless  ignorance;  and 
the  neighbourhood  of  the  public  hous<‘ 
usually  presenied  an  alteciiiig  scene  ol 
drunkenness,  gambling,  and  rioting. 

it  was,  when  gazing  on  this  scene,  that 
Mr.  H.  (Imes  formed  the  praise-worthy  re¬ 
solution  of  buildini!  at  bis  own  expi-nsc  a 
nt-at  chapel,  and  supporting  the  minister 
till  the  people  felt  disposed  to  do  it  them¬ 
selves.  As  soon  as  he  made  known  his 
determination,  his  son-in-law,  and  sevu  ral 
otht-r  gentlemen,  voluntarily  o fit  red  to  co¬ 
operate  with  him.  t.)ne  gave  a  piece  of 
land,  another  snpp'ied  part  ol  the  timber, 
are*  others  subset ibed  their  money:  and 
though  some  ridiculed  the  design,  and  a 
few  interdicte*.  their  tenants  and  their 
labourers  from  assisting  in  its  accomplish¬ 
ment,  yet,  like  the  sacred  temple,  it 
gradually  rose,  in  spite  of  all  opposition, 
till  at  length  it  was  finally  completed. 

As  the  clergy  nian  of  the  paiisli  was  much 
displeased  by  ibis  art  of  encroachment  »m 
his  province,  Mr.  Holmes  sought  the  plea¬ 
sure  tifan  interview,  to  explain  the  reasons 
and  motives  of  his  conduct,  when  the  fol¬ 
lowing  conversation  took  place: — 

Mr.  Holmes.  “  1  have  called,  sir,  to 
explain  the  reasons  which  have  induced  mt 
to  erect  a  chapel  in  the  village  of

Then,  sir,  when 
you  have  no  service,  the  people  will  be  in¬ 
vited  to  the  chapel,  where  they  will  have 
explained  to  them  the  doctrines  ol  your 
own  cliurch.” 

Uev.  Mr.  O - .  “But,  sir,  I  explain 

these  doctrines  to  them,  and  that  is  (jiiite 
(‘uough.” 

Mr.  Holmes.  “  But  yon  know,  sir,  that 
your  other  duties  will  not  allow  yon  to 
preach  to  them  very  often  ;  and  beside, 
there  are  but  very  few  who  attend  your 
church  at  present.” 

Rev.  Mr  O - “  That,  sir,  is  their 

own  fault.  If  I  do  my  duty,  I  am  not  to 
be  blamed  if  the  people  neglect  theirs.” 

Mr.  Holmes.  “  Very  true,  sir,  nor  do  1 
wish  to  cast  even  the  shadow  of  blame  on 
von.  They  are  inattenliie  to  their  duty; 
and  the  object  which  I  have  in  view  is  to 
excite  their  attention  to  the  discharge  ol  it. 
They  are  ignorant,  and  I  wish  to  have  them 
instructed.  They  are  depraved,  and  I  wish 
tt>  see  them  reformed.  I’hey  are  living  and 
dying  without  any  just  perceptions  ot  the 
nature,  or  the  design  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  which  so  deefdy  allects  me,  that  1 
cannot  conscientii»usly  see  them  perishing, 
witlunit  doing  all  in  my  power  to  prevent 
such  a  fital  calamity.” 

Rev.  Mr.  O. -  “  Why,  sir,  I  must 

confess  that  they  are  ignorant  and  depraved, 
and  if  the  measures  which  von  intend  to 


materials ;  and  threatened  » 
break  forth  in  the  violence  Oi  ^  v.  .. 
entering  the  kitchen,  he  met  the  old  shep¬ 
herd,  who  had  penned  his  folds  on  the  farm 
for  more  than  fifty  winters,  who  in  reply  to 
a  question  respecting  the  weather,  said,  “  I 
think,  sir,  the  storm  will  blow  off,  and  we 
shall  have  a  fine  day  ”  This  remark  raised 
his  spiritfl,  and  he  collected  together  the 
family  and  knelt  down  and  prayed.
